NI3 to be Albert Teufel. Teufel was arrested
gsoon alerwards, and, after a preliminsry hear-

mr%&:r murder,
It g anoounced that his trial would com

mence upon last Monday o week ago, the court
- room was densely crowdod by an exeited gather-
h}s. whom per=onal iuterest or the gratification
of a morbid curlosity hsd brought logether.
The trial, however, did not commence until
Thursday, the prisoner requesting, through his
vounsel, tﬁat delay in order to hunt up some
important testimony for {be defense, After (he
usual difficulty in selecting a jury, the trial was
commenced, Long before the hour of opening,
the court house was surrounded by & men-
dous crowd, all eager 10 gain admittance, When
the doors were opened there was one simulta-
neous rash, and it was only through the cxer-
tions of the officers that no one was hurt,
The first witness called was & Mr, Wyker, who
resides at Narrowsville. He testifled to finding

the corpse of Captain Wiley Iving in the enbin
of the canal boat, about 8 o'clock in the morn-
ing of the 26th ot November. He then looked |
wto the cabin, and saw the body I:‘:nz on ite
back, with coat aud hut on. The moulh and eyes
were open very wide, and thers was blood upon
the floor. There was n plece of @ blouse in the
mouth.

Another witness testified to the fact that when
the corpse of Captain Wiley was first found,
there was arope around the neck and & hole m
the back pariof the head, alittle above and
back of the ear.

From the evidence elicited, It appeared farther
that there liad been u scnflie in the room, as the
clothes were scattered around the cabin, Tae
only evidence that would ﬁo to show that there
h-d‘ been any shooting going on in the cabin
was the finding of an empty cariridge on the
floor. There were two wounds on the head, one
in the front and the other s above mentioned.

The principal witness for the Commonwealth
was Harman Rick, He was one of the em-
ﬂ?m on Captain Wiley’s boat,

He testi-
to the fact that Teufcl had gone down mto

the cabin with Cn?uln Wiley, and that soon
afterwards he heard a shurp sound, or sounds
like that produced by chop wood, That he
met Tenfel afterwards, and the latter told
the witness that he had killed Wiley, and took
him to see the latter. It was then pretty late
in the evening of the 24th, snd Wiley was then
lying on the floor of the cabin gaspiog for
breath, They coutinued for some time, and
stopped at what was called the Narrow's Lock,
Teutel made no secret ol killing Wiley, and told
Rick's sister the ssme tLing when he went to
the latter's house, .

Tentel was arresied by Lientensnt Franks
and Sergeant J. T, Murray, at the honse at
whiclh be was boarding, ou Third srreet, near
Buttonwood, There was considerable difficalty
in nrreeting bhim, ae his wile resisted the officers,
and Teofel was armed.

Last Sunday night the prisoner made a des-

erate attempt to eseape from the Doylestown
rm. By some means or other he had, in spite
of 8 guard that had heen plnced over him, got
rid of his shackles, hnd suwed the door-lateh off,
and had torn down the window frame and
looseged the stone work around the window.
